As a malter 
of fai’t. il was Tilciip; tliat was cavryiiifr the bulk 
of ilie money. lie was an added starier and was 
backed from 12 down to ids elosini; |>rice of 4 to 1. 
lion Knriipie was aiioilier tliat was added and lie at- 
traeied .some followini; at M to 1 and later at 7 
to I. Kentucky Kean, in his usual fashion, went 
to the front at the ris<“ of the barrier and attempted 
to make a runaway raee of the slake. He cut out 
the pace until tlie stretch was readied, wliere he 
lallered liadly ami Hon Kurique and I'urslane drew 
away from him. lu a rattling linisli all throui;li 
the liiial sixteenth I’urslane came home winner hy 
a seaiil half length, wliile Hon Knrique easily beat 
KillaliM- for sm-ond place. Tileina was at no lime 
a contemler and was beaten otV.

IS NOW PRACTICALLY A NEW TRACK. 

New Orleans Fair Grounds Course Modern- 
• ized in All Features. 



New Orleans. Novemlier 11. — When middle west 
and eastern horsemen arrive at New Orleans they 
will not reisignixe tlie old Fair Grounds, the scene 
of many brllliaiill.v contested races of tlie days gone 
by. 'file trai-k itself has been entirely rebuilt. 
It has l»-en moved over six feet from its former 
limits on the grandstand side. It has been widened 
tliroughout. so that its mean widlli at an.v iKiint 
is sevent.v feet, while in the main stretch its width 
is seven ly-tliri-e feet. Killy .Myer has had charge 
of the track construction. In the remodeling the 
old gnmiHi cla.v was dug out. The fouiidatiim was 
made with a layer of cinders, (in top of that was 
placed four-incli cross draining tiles six feet niiart. 
Hu top of this iiiiotiier dressing of cinders was laid 
and tlieii a top dressing of eighteen indies of light 
sand.v loam. 

Tile iliti'lies on either side of the track have been 
lowered and, instead of the water being carried 
off tlirongh oiKMi canals as formerly, it will be dis- 
|H>sed of tlirongh sixteen-inch tile drainage pipes. 
The practical completion of the new city sewage 
system has enabled the Fair Grounds to simplify 
tills feature greatly. The canal, wliich in former 
days cut across the iiitield. has been widened and 
sunk live feet below its original level. This means 
tliat ill any Sort of rainfall, the water will be car- 
ried off raiudly to tlie pumping stations, so that tlierc 
will 1 h‘ no chance whatever for a fliHsling of the 
track such as iMx-urred si'veral years ago when the 
candidates for tlie Herb.v liiusl Hji at the |K>st in 
water deep *‘iioiigh to swim in. 

Tlie track has been graded up lieyond its former 
level to the extent of five feet on the turns. II 
drains to tlie inside. Besides Hie cross tile drain- 
ing, sluice ls>xes are place*! on the inside rail every 
thirty feet. A chute has been built for six fur 
longs starts, so that all races at this distance 
will liave a *'Icar run of a ((uarter of a mile before 
the upper turn is reached. .\n experiem-e*! turf- 
man said of the track: “Well, they are doing 

tilings here, and a selling plater that cannot run a 
mile ill 1:4*1, hail better slay awa.v." In the 
writer's opiiii*>n, the new Fair Grounds will be tlie 
best equiiiped mile race track in .America, nolwith- 
standing tlie fact that some mistakes have lu'en 
niaile. 

The brick barn and buildings atiove it have b*‘cn 
torn ilown so that now there is nothing but oikmi 
space iH-twecn the upper end of Hie grandstaml and 
I5ud Reiiand's Bnngulow barn at the Gentilly street 
entrance at the hi-ad of the stretcli. 

Ill order to sei-ure a long run in, tin- new stand 
has b*-*-n plai-isl some o0*t f*>et lower down than the 
old one, so that the Inclos**.! paddo*-!; wiiicli abuts it. 
Is alsuit level with the tirst turn. Tliis arrangement 
will giv*' a long stretch run of pretty nearly live- 
sixteenths of a mile, but on a<-**ount of the lay of 
Hie groiimls, it conipr*-8s*'s the paddiM-k. This has 
niovalile doors and windows so that it can be 
eitlKT oiieneil or closed. ’I'h*‘re are twenty stalls 
on one side arrangeil similar to tlie I.atonia iiaddock. 
Hut tlu*re is no availabl** spa*‘e outside. The grouiuis 
*-*>me to a point on tlie turn and tlie space iM-tween 
th*- )>ad*l*M-k and the track *‘ould be designated as 
forty feet at its widest and ten feet at its iiarrow- 
*'st dimension. 

.-\iiother feature that wmild impress an *>ulsider is 
this; .\t fily Hark the grandstand was hicated 
s*> as ii> gel the afternoon sun. Tlu-re was no neeil 
that an.v part of tlie grandstand should be inclos*-*! 
in glass as was ihiiii- at the <dd Fair Grounds stand. 
.\t the latt*-r *-onrs*- the stand is pla*-e*l *lirectly 
*ipposite. It gels Hie sun only in the early morning 
hours. It is likely tliat some clianges will !><- made 
in the <-onstructiou plans and Hiat Hie promenade 
will be in*-lose*l in glass, as it certainl.v ought to 
Ik* if the management has title <.-*>nsi*leration for the 
welfare *>f racing patrons. 

But, criticiste as you will, when you come to con- 
sid**r the plant generally, there is only one thing 
to *io. Aon have to take off .vour hat. The steel 
framework of the old I'nioii Hark staml in SI. 
liOiiis was used in tlie construct i*m, but comparison 
wonhl Ik* out of the *|iiesti*>n, because plans luive 
been ohangetl and *mly first-class material has lH*en 
us*‘d here. A Chicago man, H. II. Long, has had 
charge of the construction, and he states that all 
summer long he has met with all sorts of obstacles 
in the way of getting material here. It is to his 
credit that he txnild have the grounds ready for rac- 
ing in .a matter of three or four days if occasion 
re*iuired it. 

The stand proper is :560 feet by 120. It is raised 
about eight**en feet almve the level of the track 
an*l, besides the main entrance, it has nine stair- 
ways. I should judge that it wonhl accomnuKlate 
lO.tMiO people without over-cr*iwding. The inclosed 
betting ring, with movable dixirs and windows, so 
that the track management can discount the weather 
man, can accomm*Klate an.v even hundred gentlemen 
who think they know more than the public does, 
ami then there will be plenty of room to get around. 
Upstairs a wide, railed-in gallery runs entirely 
around the speculative inclosure, so that visitors can 
observe all angles of the si>ort just as they might 
do if they had an invitation to the wheat pit in 
Chicago or the stock exchange in New York. 

Horsemen, who have tieen here before, will find 
only one landmark remaining. That Is eighteen — 
and the number is stated a*lvis«*dly — live oak trees 
in the infield. Maybe the vandals would have cut 
out the live oaks, but the old Napoleonic' code, 
which is still in force here, says no. 

Heople down here love racing and are interested 
in it. Of course, the iioliticlans may try to make 
s*Hiie sort of an issue of turf siiorts, but, if they 
do, in the writer’s opinion, the iiollticians will lose. 
The people down this way are liberal minded and 
they want recreation. Any anti-racing platform 
would not appeal to them.

Her Victory in the Dewhurst Plate Totally 
Unlocked for by All. 

L.it**st r.4wdon newspapers show flint RiUKlor.n's 
hrillinnt triimi|ili in the Hewhnrst I’latc was a 
stniiiiing surprise to the l**ading tnrf criti<*s, n*>t one j 
Ilf wliieh iiienHoneil li*-r as a remotely pmlialile 
winner. King Edward’s Herrier. a hig son of I’er- 
.simnioii--.\mph*>ra, and making his tirst start, was 
111** one ail hands lioped wonlil win. Imt Hie lirotlier 
to Flying Fox, the Huke of Westminster’s Vamose, 
was the faviirite in the betting at a short price. 
Hf Hie race Tlie Sportsman .said: 

“Tlie Hewhnrst Hlate came next in twiler. and 
iigaiii a tiig surprise was in store., for no one wlio 
.saw the race for tlie .Midille I’ark Hlate a forlniglit 
ago could have ilreaineil *if Rliod*>ra winning, tint at 
Hie risk of h*‘ing acenseil of flogging a dead liorse 
I must repeat tliat the irregnliir start had a great 
deal to do with the result. The raee was selected 
f(«- the d**lmt of his majesty's Herrier, ^a rare 
giNHl-liKiking and powerful hors*; liy Hersimiiion out 
of .Amphora tliat is still very liaekward, and will 
1 m* I>ett*-r servisl hy tini«> than anything li.v which 
he was opisised yesterday. Considering it was bis 
first outing he ran a giSMl game race, and there is 
giHxI ground fur hoping tliat he will train on into 
a liigli-i-lass eolt next year. ^A'aimise, who l<K>ked 
reniarkahly well and was lietter lieliaved at tlic 
Start Hi:ui iisnal, was a strong favorite from Eilnani, 
to wli*>m lie was cxim-ediiig six pounds, hut he out 
up ill the most disap|M>intiug maimer and nppi-ari**] 
to Ik* rnnning a iK'aten h*>rse all tlie way; nor was 
Hierc any exense for liim, for with tlie exception 
of Hills, who l)*-g;in ver.v quickly, lie got away as 
well as anytliiiig. On tin* otli**r hand, Eduani was 
slow at starting, and ids rnnning on this *K-<-asi*>ii 
may Ik* ignonul in consequence. Dibs, as already 
mention***!, got clear away, hut was done with at 
tilt* Biislit*s, wlicnce Rliodora, wh*» sliowcd marvelous 
inipr*>v*-nient *>n her form at the last meeting, drew 
out with a clear l**ad ami won in a canter liy two 
lengths from Herrier, who in turn was three-parts 
of a length in front of Little Goose. Tlie winner is 
really a heautifnl mare and reflects the highest 
cr**dit *111 her sire, St. Frusqnin, who got her from 
tin* .Vni**rican-hretl filly, Rlioila B., the dam of the 
H**rli.v winner, Hrhy.” 

•Am^lier writ*-r in tlie same newspaper said; “We 
are certainl.v in a season of remarkably good two- 
y**ar-ohI fillies, and 1 think Rh*Klora may be included 
in tlie list *>f tliose wli*> could tackle the h*'st of 
Hie tlirei*-y**ar-old fillies at even wei.glits. .Anieriean 
lir**d l>riKKlmar**s liave been s*-oring this season, for 
we liave to re*:kon with Lntetia and Sibola. lK*sidcs 
th*> dam <if Hrhy and Rlioihira. .As to Hrlt.v, Hr. 
.MH'iilie hopes to be able to train Hie son *>f Hroie 
n**xt s<*as*m.” 

Still another scrila* in ids comments sahl: “Tlie 
<*asy victnr.v of RliiKlora in the Dewhurst Plate 
w*‘iit to prove what had hef*ire been alleged, that 
whereas til** colts of l!Mt*> were greatly superior. 
Hie fillies of 1!MI7 are superior to tlie *-*>lts. and it 
would not lie in the l**ast surprising if four of tin* 
five *-lassic ra*-es next .vear were to Ik* carried off 
Iw animals of this s**x, for Lesliia and RhiHlora are 
two liosts in tlieniselves. RhiHlora is not in tin* 
Two Thousand Guineas, Derby or S’t. lK*ger, hut is 
in tlie Hue Tlionsaml Gninens and the Haks, while 
Lesliia is in ttie On*- Tlions^ind (Hdneas, Herli.g, 
Haks and St. la-ger, but n*>t in tlie Two Thonsaml 
Guineas. KiiiHlora ran liaill.v in tin* Middle Hark 
I’iat**, Imt she must iiave lK*eti all wrmig Hien, 
h*-cause tlie way slu* sniaslied up the oppositiiHi 
ov*-r this sev*-n furlongs was beyond all praise, aiul 
slie was not nii-i-ting si'lling idaters.’’
